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On information and belief, the entire delay between the date the reference to 
the claim under 35 U.S.C. § 1 20 and/or § 365 was due under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.78(a)(2)(ii) and the date the reference required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a)(2) is 
submitted in this application was unintentional. The following facts are presented in 
support of this Petition. 

1 . The present application is a divisional application of parent Application Serial 
No. 09/831 ,768. The parent Application Serial No. 09/831 ,768, was filed as a 
§ 371 national stage application of International Application No. 
PCT/US99/23078. The international application is also a Continuation-in-Part 
Application of U.S. Application No. 09/162,844, filed on September 29, 1998. 

2. The specification in parent Application Serial No. 09/831 ,768 did NOT contain 
a reference to the prior filed applications, because no such reference was 
required. The International Application was filed on September 29, 1999, and 
was therefore exempted per 37 C.F.R. § 1.78(a)(2)(ii)(C) from the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. § 1 .78 when the International Application was 
nationalized.

46. (Original) The method of claim 42 further including the step of 
alternately folding the sheets, sheet-by-sheet, so that each sheet has a Z-shape after 
being folded. 

47. (Original) The method of claim 42 further including the step of multiply 
folding the sheets, sheet-by-sheet, so that selected sheets have a U-shape after 
being folded. 



48. (Original) The method of claim 42 further including the step of putting a 
slack loop in each sheet in the media folder prior to the step of folding. 
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49. (Original) The method of claim 42 wherein the step of folding includes 
the step of translating a fold roller back and forth across a fold blade over which each 
sheet is positioned. 

Claims 50-62 (Canceled).
